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Provide for the Costs of certain Proceedings to 
be taken under the Landlord and Tenant Law 
Amendment (Ireland) Act (1860). 



W HEREAS by an Act passed in the Twenty-third and Preamble. 
Twenty-fourth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter One 
hundred and fifty-four, intituled “ An Act to consolidate 
“ and amend the Law of Landlord and Tenant in Ireland,” the Juris- 
5 diction of the Civil Bill Courts in Ireland has been enlarged, and 
additional Jurisdiction has been given to the Chairmen of Quarter 
Sessions in Ireland, and it is necessary to make Provision for Payment 
of the Costs and Expenses in respect of such enlarged or additional 
Jurisdiction : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
10 Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, as follows : 



1. It shall be lawful for any Five or more of the Chairmen of Five or more

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Chancellor to Conduct, and Execution of Proceedings under the enlarged and 
Feet Scale ° f additional Jurisdiction created by the said recited Act, and to be 
chargeable against any Plaintiff or Defendant, Appellant or Respon- 
dent, or other Person entitled to institute, intervene in, or become 
Party to any Proceeding in the Courts of such Chairmen under the 5 
enlarged or additional Jurisdiction created by the said recited Act ; 
and such Chairmen so appointed shall make such Regulations as to the 
Taxation and Payment of such Costs, Fees, and Expenses as shall 
appear to them expedient, and shall from Time to Time, as Occasion 
may require, alter and amend the same : Provided always, that such 10 
Costs, Fees, Expenses, and Regulations shall not be of any Validity 
until the same shall have been sanctioned by the Chief Justice of 
Ireland, by the Chief Justice of the Court of Common Pleas in 
Ireland, and by the Chief Baron of the Court of Exchequer in 
Ireland, or by Two of such Judges. 15
